REMARKS: 


Objections to the Specification: 

The Examiner has made several objections to the specification, because of 
various informalities. The Applicant has amended the relevant portions of the 
specifications according to the Examiner's suggestions to overcome these objections. 

Objections to the claims: 

The Examiner has objected to several of the claims because of various 
informalities. The Applicant has amended the relevant portions of the claims 
according to the Examiner's suggestions to overcome these objections. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The Examiner has rejected claims 13 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for failure 
to provide antecedent basis for certain elements. The Applicant has amended claim 
13 and 16 so that they depend from claim 2 rather than claim 1, thereby providing 
antecedent basis for the terms, "first and second ferromagnetic layers", thereby 
overcoming these rejections. Since no other rejections have been made the 
Applicant sincerely believes that claims 13 and 16 are allowable as amended. 

Allowable subject matter: 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 1-3,6-12, 14, 15, 17 and 20-22 are 
allowable. The Applicant thanks the Examiner for the allowable subject matter. 

The Applicant believes that all of the claims are now in condition for 
allowance.
